Billy Graham Now 
Accept' by U.S.

When Billy Graham began his 
evangelistic 
crusades 
10 
years 
ago, he was a controversial fig­ 
ure. 
•Many 
Protestant 
clergymen 
looked askance 
at (he 
Madison 
Avenue 
ballyhoo 
lhat 
preceded 
hi-¿ appearances 
They 
deplored 
what they called the 
"circus at­ 
mosphere" of his meetings. They 
questioned the validity of his con­ 
versions. They charged that his 
narrow 
fundamentalist 
preach­ 
ing" would drive educated people 
away from Christianity. 


BEHIND ALL of these specific 
criticisms was a suspicion — well 
grounded in the history of earlier 
revivalists — that Graham plan­ 
ned to glorify and enrich himself 
by leading his followers 
into a 
"Graham cult” outside of the es­ 
tablished churches. 
You can 
still 
find churchmen 
who question 
Graham's methods 
anc motives. But they are getting 
scarcer all the time. 


THE VAST majority of Protest­ 
ant clergy today respect Graham 
a sincere ally who is making 
a valuable, if specialized, contri­ 
bution lo the common cause 
His acceptance by 
established 
churches, including such 
old-line 
bodies 
as 
the 
Lutherans 
and 
Episcopalians, is attested Ly their 
willingness to join in sponsoring 
his crusade% His current Wash­ 
ington crusade, for example, is 
being sponsored by the National 
Capital Council of Churches, an 
official inter-denominational agen­ 
cy representing more than 80 per 
cent of Ihe 
Protestant churches 
in the Washington area. 


SEVERAL THINGS have contri­ 
buted to the new attitude. 
Graham has made it clear that 
his only ambition is to start a 
genuine 
spiritual 
revival 
within 
the existing 
churches. 
He 
has 
bent over backwards lo avoid the 
formation 
of 
"Billy 
Graham 


churches." 
The liances 
of 
his 
crusades 
have been 
handled 
impeccably. 
He gets a fixed annual salary of 
$15.000, paid entirely by his own 
evangelistic 
association. 
Every 
penny collected at crusade serv. 
ices goes to local committees to 
pay local expenses. 


HE HAS PROVED himself will­ 
ing lo listen to constructive criti­ 
cism. He ties quietly abandoned 
the high pressure publicity meth­ 
od: that were used to build up 
interest in his earlier crusades. He 
doesn’t even have a public rela­ 
tions staff for his current Wash­ 
ington meetings. 
He has disarmed the "circus"* 
charge by conducting his meet­ 
ings, even the huge outdoor ral­ 
lies. in a decorous and reverent 
manner- 
The past decade has witnessed 
a notable return to Biblical the­ 
ology in America's major Protes- 
tam bodies. Many churchmen who 
formerly 
deprecated 
G raham s 
lack of theological sophistication 
are now wondering whether there 
may not be merit, after all, in a 
simple exposition 
of 
the 
basic 
teachings of the Bible.
